They can pay off some of
the debts they already owe the United
States or they can buy Amesican goods,
which can be taken to Furope. The
latter process will leave Burope's debt

to the United States unroduced, but
it will benefit this country by stiniu-
lating exporis.

Earnestly desiring practical results
on dizarmament President Harding nnd
hig advisers have no intention, it may
be said emphatically, of permitting
some of the Allies to borrow money in
this country on which to keep their
place in the armament racs.

“We don't believe in the American

eople lending them money to build
Enttteshipa and maintain armies, nor da
we believe in permitting the heads oft
some of the governments to borrow
money from the American investora in-
stead of levying the taxes which they
would otherwise impose on their peo-

les,” u Cabinet member said to-day in
Sisensaing this phase of the gituation.

It is hoped by the Administration
that this practical econamic lever will
have some effect on the Allied govern-
ments in  their appropriationg for
armies and navies.

Foresce Revival of Trade
